The  underlying  rocks  in  the  Eckville  district  are 
shales  and  sandstones  which  were  deposited  by  streams 
in  lakes  and  deltas.  They  are  thus  fresh  water  in 
origin  and  are  several  hundred  feet  thick  in  that  area. 
The  rocks  arc  grouped  together  by  geologists,  who  call 
them. the  Paskapoo  Formation,  and  who  give  them  an  early 
Tertiary  Age,  which  began  some  50  million  years  ago. 

Since  these  rocks  were  deposited,  the  North  American 
Continent  has  been  uplifted,  consequently,  the  rocks  have 
been  eroded  and  only  a fraction  of  their  original 
thickness  remains. 

During  the  Ice  Age,  glaciers  moved  over  this  area, 
depositing  on  the  surface,  boulder  clay  and  similar 
glacial  deposits . Many  of  the  hills  and  smaller 
elevations  in  this  area  consist  of  glacial  deposits.

T„  Eckford,  although  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Station  is  still  referred 
to  as  Loo  ViO  ciu  times.  The  original  village  of 
Eckville  was  situated  a mile  and  a half  north  of  the 
present  towns it e. 

Eckville ;s  first  postmaster  was  J.  H.  Kellick, 
who  began  operating  the  post  office  from  his  general 
store  in  1905. 

kith  t no  coning  of  the  Canadian  National  Railway 
in  1912  and  the  Alberta  Central  Railway  (taken  over 
by  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railways  in  1914)  the  village 
and  district  experienced  a large  influx  of  home- 
steaders and  townspeople. 

The  first  church  to.  hold  services  in  the  village 
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was  the  Presbyterian.  The  first  school,  built  in 
1908,  is  now  used  as  a church. 

A branch  of  the  Bank  of  Commerce  was  opened 
in  Eckville  in  1918,  under  the  managership  of 
J.  W.  Macintosh.
